Three bank robbers who shot it out 
with officers killing Deputy Sheriff 
Carol A. Hickman at Sads, Colo., 
last March, were hanged at the 
penitentiary here last night. 

The flip of a coin decided John 
Walker, 45 years old, an outlaw for 
20 years, who led his gang in the 
robbery of a Manter, Kan., bank 
of $4000 and the subsequent killing 
of Hickman, should be the last to 
die. Claude Ray, 23, was the first. 
Andrew Halliday, 22, followed Ray 
to the death chamber. 

Warden Francis E. Crawford said 
they were calm in the last mo- 
ments. 

“There were no untoward inci- 
dents,“ Crawford said. “None of 
the men made any last-minute 
statement.” 

Under a ruling of the prison ad- 
ministration, no details of the exe- 
cutions were announced. Newpa- 
per men were barred. 

Each of the condemned men had 
written final letters to rélatives. 
Ray's body, unclaimed, was buried 
today in the prison cemetery. The 
bodies of Walker and Halliday will 
sent to relatives in Webb City,

The robbers were captured near 
Jetmore, Kan., about 24 hours after 
they robbed the Manter bank. They 
were driven back into Kansas by 
Colorado officers. The fugitives 
wounded three possemen in flight 
after killing Hickman. 

They were convicted of murder in 
the Kiowa County District Court 
and the Supreme Court sustained 
the judgments.

GERMAN FLYING ACE KILLED 
WHILE EXPLORING ANDES 


Parachutes of Capt. Plueschon and 
Aid Fail to Open in’ Leap 
From Collapse? Plane.

SANTIAGO, Chile, Jan. 31— 


Death in one of the few remaining 
unknown sections of the earth has 
closed the career of Capt. Gunther 
Plueschow, German flying ace. 

Last Wednesday Capt. Plueschow 
with a companion set out in 
their Condor amphibian plane, 
the “Condor de la Plata,“ in 
continuation of their exploration of 
Southern Patagonia and the Andes. 
As they flew over Lake Rica, near 
Puerto Natales, in Argentine terri- 
tory, their plane collapsed and 
they took to parachutes. 

The parachutes failed to open 
and the men fell 2000 feet to the 
shores of the lake, one of the most 
‘impenetrable sections of Southern 
Argentina, near Lake Argehtina. 
Their plane, the property of 
Pluesthow, crashed near by. 

The bodies have not deen 
brought out of the desolate region, 
which Plueschow and his aid had 
been mapping and photographing, 
and several days may pass before 
‘they can be carried to Puerto Gal- 
legas, Argentina, the nearest city, 
which is about 200 miles away. 
‘They probably will be transported 
to Germany.

SERIOUS SHORTAGE OF WATER 
THREATENS NEW. YORK CITY 


Scarcity of Snow Depletes Reser- 
voirs; Situation Worst in 36 
Years. 
By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—New 
York, which even in the winter 
uses 900,000,000 gallons of water 
a day, is facing a serious shortage, 
Mayor Walker was informed yes- 
terday. 
The present storage is 121,400,- 
060,000 gallons, said Chief Engineer 
William D. Brush-—enough to last 
130 days. The situation has not 
been so serious in 36 years. There 
has been little snow this year in 
the districts whence New York's 
water supply comes and the res- 
ervoirs, which should be nearly full 
at this season, are far from it. In 
1930 the Catskill reservoir system 
supplied two-thirds of the water 
supply for the city and the Croton 
system approximately One-third. 
The stream flow in the Catskills 
during 1930 was the lowest in 28 
years. The Schoharie reservoir is 
dry. ~The water in the Ashokan 
reservoir has been reduced to one- 
fourth of its capacity. 
John J. Dieuts, Commissioner of 
Water Supply, told the Mayor he 
had been conducting for several 
weeks a campaign of conservation 
among large users of water. The 
Mayor has asked the citizens of 
New York not to waste water.

The leader then fired three shots 
at Newmark just as Hurnton 
walked into the store. A second 
robber fired two shots at Hurn- 
ton, one of which struck him, while 
the third robber fired one shot in 
the direction of Newmark, who 
fell. 

Hurnton ran outside and col- 
lapsed on the sidewalk, followed 
by the robbers who fled south in 
Twentieth street.

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Shaner, Real Estate Man, 
Obtained $325 by False 


Three warrants which charge 
obtaining money by false pretenses 
were issued yesterday by Assistant 
Circuit Attorney McLaughlin 
against Arville L. Shaner, a real 
estate dealer, on the complaint, of 
A. L. Rascher, a contractor in. the 
Franklin-American Trust Building. 

Rascher, desiring to borrow 
$150,000 on an apartment building 
in| Evansville, Ind., employed Sha- 
ner last October to find a lender, 
agreeing to pay a commission of 1 
per cent. Ostensibly Shaner was 
negotiating with a Chicago loan 
broker when Rascher caused his 
arrest yesterday after opening a 
letter sent to Shaner at Rascher’s 
office. 

The letter, Rascher 
Laughlin believe, indicated that 
Shaner and his Chicago corre 
spondent did not intend to arrange 
a loan, but were planning to inter- 
est Rascher in some other deal. 

Letter Arouses Suspicion. 

Dear Al,” said the letter, 1 
have written the letter to Rascher 
you asked for and am inclosing it 
with this. I will not write him di- 
rect under any circumstances. I 
believe I slipped away from the 
visitors as good as possible when 
taken by surprise. All I did was 
stall. Now watch your foot. I 
believe they are chécking.

The man talked of numerous busi- 
ness deals which he was consider- 
ing, Rascher said, but avoided mak- 
ing a definite statement about the 
status of the loan. 

Meanwhile, Rascher said. Shaner 
had left St. Louis for a few days, 
relating that he had to go to In- 
dianapolis in connection with a 
‘lottery ticket deal which paid him 
30 per cent without touching the 
scheme.” He was arrested when 
he reappeared at Rascher’s office. 

The warrants were based on 
cash advances by Rascher to 
Shaner totaling $325. ‘Shaner de- 
clared the loan negotiations were 
legitimate and the money he had 
received was for expenses in his 
work. He said he could not in- 
terpret the letter inasmuch as he 
had not seen it. 

“T had arranged everything with 
the Chicago people,” he told a re- 
porter. They had agreed to pay 
off a $90,000 mortgage on the 
property and substitute a mortgage 
for $150,000, when the old mort- 
gage matured’ March 1, giving 
Rascher the difference. I was to 
get 3 per cent commission for my 
work.” 

Shaner, who is 30 years old and 
lives at 5904 Enright avenue, was 
arrested with John F. Mathews in 
1929 and charged with third-de- 
gree forgery in connection with an 
attempt to sell $17,000 in counter- 
feit bonds of the Long-Bell Lum-

Precipitation Nearly 20 Inches 


Below Notmal—Tempera- 
ture Higher Than Usual, | 
— — ‘ 

With precipitation nearly 10 
inches below normal the last 12 
months were the dryest on record 
in the city’s history. The city's 
rainfall records date back to 1837. 
In January there was only 4 of 
an inch of precipitation, whereas 
the normal for the month is 2.34 
inches 

The total precipitation during 
the last 12 months was 17.93 inch- 
es which compares with a normal 
annual fall of 37.44. The aridity 
of the period is approached only 
by 12 months ending Jan. 31, 1872, 
during which the precipitation was 
21.49 inches, 

The month, while milder than 
usual, set no record in that re- 
spect, the average temperature. 
37.6 degrees, being 6.5 degrees 
above the average and 12.9 degrees 
warmer than January last year. 
Since 1900 only three Januarys 
have been* warmer, those of 1914, 
1921 and 1923. 

The highest temperature for the 
month, 70 degrees, was recorded on 
the 24 The coldest day was the 
14th, when the mercury dropped 
to 9 degrees above zero. The only 
cold snap came on Jan. 13, 14 and 
15, when the temperatures were 
about 9 degrees below the usual 
average, but there were 15 days 
on which a temperature below 
freezing was recorded. 

The snowfall was 1.5. inches, 
which compares with 11 inches for 
January, 1930, and a usual average 
of 4.9 inches. There were 11 clear 
days, 11 partly clear and nine 
cloudy.

yesterday. g 

Hope, in St.Louis to address the 
annual dinner. of, the Princeton 
Club last night at the University 
Club, said the accrued value of the 
certificates is $1,700,000,000, Their 
face value is about $3,400,000,000. 
The difference, nearly half the face 
value, Hope pointed out, will not 
inhere to the certificates until they 
mature in 1945, and would have to 
come frem another source—a bond 
issue. . 

As Secretary Mellon testified be- 
fore the Senate Finance Committee 
Wednesday against about 60 bills 
to pay the certificates immediately, 
his assistant declared, such a bond 
issue would be disastrous to the 
entire securities market. He said 


the Treasury in March would issue | 


about $1,000,000,000 bonds to re- 
fund other securities. 


Would Require “New” Money. 

This, as a refunding issue, would 
not require nes“ money, he re- 
marked. A, bonus issue, however, 
would take “new’’ money and prob- 
ably could not be sold at a lower 
rate than 4% to 4% per cent, as 
compared to a present rate of 3.25 
on Government securities.

Interpretation of G Major 
Concerto.

It Was 
the first time Barnett had éver 
played before a local audience and 
the first time in many years that 
this concerto had been heard here. 
It proved a happy occasion for 
everybody concerned. 

Barnett's treatment of the con- 
certo established beyond question 
his qualification for major musical 
enterprises. His technical equip- 
ment was more than sufficient for 
the demands made upon it by a 
carefully planned and sensitively 
executed inftrpretation and the re- 
sponse of the audience indicated 
that his sympathetic feeling. for 
the work had, to some extent, 
been communicated to them. 

A slightly reduced scale of dy- 
namics put the concerto into a 
smaller framework than one cus- 
tomarily encounters, but without 
affecting the variety of expression 
or the significant relationship of 
one part to another. The pianist’s 
mastery of a delicate rubato en- 
abled him to give additional em- 
phasis to significant accents with- 
out increasing the volume. This 
and other details of his playing 
were all a part of his general con- 
ception of the concerto as a mani- 
festation of a mysteriously inhib- 
ited gayety—of joy tinged with a 
vague apprehension of far away 
sadness. 

Following the classic custom, 
Barnett played cadenzas of his own 
composing. Unlike many cadenzas. 
however, they were composed with 
the idea of reinforcing the com- 
poser’s meaning and as such were 
organic extensions of the text and 


OF S GREATEST JEWS 


Names Moses, Isaiah, 
Moses Maimonides and Moses 
Mendelssohn. 


The five greatest Jews in history 
were Moses, Isaiah, Jesus, Moses 
Maimonides and Moses Mendels- 
sohn, according to a Jewish “hall 
of fame” list compiled and dis- 


cussed by Rabbi Ferdinand M. Is- 
serman in his weekly sermon at 
Temple Israel last night. 

In selecting his list, Rabbi Isser- 
man explained, he was guided not 
only by the man's influence upon 
the world, but also by his specific 


Jews. These five, he declared, 
stand out conspicuously as mile- 
posts in the march of Jewish his- 
tory. He said he omitted Einstein 
from consideration because we 
are too close to him.“ and he omit- 
ted Spinoza because his influence 
on Jewish history had been insig- 
nificant in spite of the fact that 
he had been a great world figure. 

No one will question the first 
name in this Jewish hall of fame,” 
said. the speaker. Moses was the 
Lincoln of Jewish history, but his 
task was infinitely greater than was 
Lincoln's. He freed the slaves not 
only physicalky but spiritually also 
and launched them upon a new 
evolution.” 

Isaiah was characterized as the 
flower of the prophetic movement, 
who phrased the religion universal 
and the spiritualized conception of 
nationality, and Jesus was de- 
scribed as the great personality 
through whom this universal re- 
ligion was broadcast to the world. 
world. 

“Although Jesus added nothing 


the prophets,” Rabbi Isserman de- 
clared, “it was through Jesus and 
through the reverence paid to His 
personality that the Jews have be- 
come a people of world import, and 
that the ethical teachings of the 
Jews have been spread to the far 
corners of the earth. Without 
Christianity the Jews might have 
been unnoticed in the history of 
humanity. The farther Christians 
have gone from Jesus, the farther 
they have been removed from Ju- 
daism. The closer they have come 
to Jesus, the closer Christians have 
come to Judaism, Assuredly, Jesus 
belongs in the roster of the Jewish 
great.“ 

Moses Maimonides, court physi- 
clan to the Mohammedan ruler, Sa- 
lad in, stands out as the symbol of 
Jewish lay scholarship, the speak 
er pointed out.

FAST MOVIES SHOW 
ACTION OF AR CURRENT 


Pictures Are Taken at Rate of 
40,500 a Second—Device 
Invented by Japanese. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Jan. 31.— The 
world’s fastest motion pictures, 
taken at the rate of 40,500 a sec- 
ond—-aboeut 2000 times as fast as 
the present talking films— were 


shown to the public yesterday by- 


the Museum of Science and Indus- 
try in ifs current exhibition of the 
science and art of color. 

Pictures shown included the | 
actual firming of sound Waves and | 
the reaction of a stream of air to 
various forms of interference, such 
as the wings of a biplane, with and 
without flaps attuched, tilted at a 
number of angles, throttle and ex- 
haust valves, a sharp-edged orifice 
and triangular and rectangular 
plates. From time to time the 
flow of air was turned off. appear- 
ing On the screen as a smoky, 
slightly viscous substance, which 
took on the appearance of rushing 
water as soon as the stream was 
turned on again. 

The device which made this 
filming possible is the invention of 
Baron Shida, Japanese scientist 
and director of engineering of the 
Aeronautical Research Institute of 
Japan. Dispensing. with tne ordi- 
nary shutter used on camera, it 
takes pictures with the lens wide 
open and with the film running at 
the rate of 2160 miles an hour. II- 
lumination is furnished by.a spark 
discharge operating at the rate of 
40,500 flashes a second. The pic- 
ture was made by Prof. T. Suhara 
at the Imperial University of To- 
kio,

invention will be in the field of avi- 
ation, according to Dr. F.C. Brown 
of the museum staff,

By reiterated parental persuasion to 
respond to such asinine queries 

As “what does a doggie say?” 

“What mews?” 

“How do you say bye-bye?” 

“Aren’t you going to tell Aunt 
Minnie how the choo-choo goes?“ 

It is high time that somebody came 
to the defense of the helpless 
child 

Who, just because it picks up, in its 
own free adventurings with life 
and language, 

Some natural but amusing little 
trick— 

Must therefore be urged, on every 
occasion, by parental impresarios 

To encore an originally spontaneous 
performance 

Until the youngster becomes as fed 
up as a star at the end of the 
hundredth performance, 

And develops a defense mechanism 
of balky obstinancy. 

Any sensible parent, not obsessed 
with the desire to minister to 
his or her vanity— 

As the parents of a prodigy who is 
“so cute“ 

Soon finds out that trying to make 
Baby “show oft“ 

Is not Only foolish but futile. 

However, even parents who are not 
sensible may be convinced 

By the report of the Teachers’ Col- 
lege research workers. 

They tried out some 2000 show-off 
questions on their chosen group 
of preschool children. 

And also they made 2000 requests 
involving some dégree of physical 
reaction on the child's part.

Probably, the research specialists 
explained, because “the child's

In short, and once more, the baby 
was bored to death 

By a meaninglestly repetitious 
adult line.
